Paris — ( Unlpress) — The living 
conditions of students in France are 
growing worse daily. The enrol- 

ment in the universities has jumped 
from 23,000 students In lOOO to 
over 100,000 in 1045. In Paris alone, 
there are 55,000 students enrolled. 

The working conditions are very 
bad. Liberties and lecture-rooms 
are over-crowded, sufficient text 
books are unattainable, lodfjings 
are scarce, and food is a problem. 

Few students can afford restau- 
rant meals, and the fourteen cheap 
student-restaurants In Paris don not 
provide enough food, thus danger- 
ously threatening the health of the 
student.^. One out of 120 students 
is a victim of T.B. There is a 
medico-social restaurant in Paris 
for malnutritioned students, but it 
cannot provide for more than 125 
students a day.

Totlay the Faculty of Divinity plays liost to 
one of tlic world's outstanding liiâtorians, Dr. 
Kennctli Scott Lntoitrcttc, Professor of Missions 
and Oriental History nt Yale University. Dr. 
LalouicUc eoines to ^IcGiil to deliver tlic .'ccond 
in a series of lecture.? pertinent to the role of 
Ciiristianity in tlic modern world. 

As :;()()n lis tlic plans for tlie iccontly iiiniisii- 
rnlcd Faculty of Divinity were revealed, it be- 
came evident that the establishment of fhi.e new 
rirpartiiiont for Iii^licr ^tiulifs was !i projccl of 
major itroportions and iiniiorlance. The essential 
purpose of the university authorities in taking 
tliis step was, manifestly, to devclnp a promin- 
ent centre for tlieulogical learning in our uni- 
ver.«ity.

and Dr. I.atourette, who .«poaks today, the 
Faculty of Divinity is altracdnc the attention 
of many peo|)lc in the university circle and" 
among the general public. That is all to the good, 
for the new Faculty is still in its infancy and 
needs the supjiort of a well-informed public. 
These men who deliver these special lectures 
speak with authority. When they speak, think- 
ing people listen. To linvc these authoritative 



voices heard in ^IcGill will enhance our uni- 
versity's status in the public mind. The newest 

î'aculty on the campus could do nothinp hrltcr 
for our Alma Mater than to bring these men to 
.McGill. 

Dr. Latourette will speak on " The Prospects 

For Christianity In The Far Ka?t ". He is well 
qualified to treat this topic. .Xs Piofes.«or of 
Missions and Oriental History at Yale, he has 
been in close touch with the missionary work 
of tlic Christian Church tlirouRlioiil the world. 
Having been a missionary in China during his 
younger manhood, he has maintained his active 
association with the missionary movement in 
the Far East. He speaks the Chinese language 
fluently and is a noted authority on Chinese 
liistoiy and culture. More valuable to him than 
any of his equipment, however, is his keen 
insight in historical situations and his ability to 
understand the importance of historical facts 
and to anticipate future trend?. 

Dr. Latourette lias given arirquale reasons 
why he should be heard as an authority on 
Christian missions in his seven volume " History 
Of The Expansion Of Christianity ". In tlii.s 
niumimcntal work, he deals with the facts of 
Christian missionaiy history and their signifi- 
cance; and he points the way for evangelists to 
follow. Today, he comes to tell us what Chris 
tians must expect in the pursuit of their mission- 
ary tasks in the Orient. We should listen to him 
and lake note.

String Quartet 

The concert given by the McGlll 
Strinç Qu.irtct last night proved to 
be very successful Indeed, and was 
in many respects superior .to the 
previous performance of the series. 
In place of a proKrnm spotted with 
numerous choice bit.<;, the audi- 
ence this time heard two major 
worlcs by Shubcrt and Shostako- 
vich, as well as a less intense se- 
lection by Mozart' 

The playing of the Mozart Prac- 
ludlum and Fugue in C Minor was 
flat. It Ir.ckcd the shadinR and 
plirasinfi nccesfary to form its char- 
acter. However, in Shubcrt's Quar- 
tet op. 125. No, 1 and Shostako- 
vich'.i Quintet Op. 57, the artiste 
did some excellent work. Although 
the first movement ot the Quartet 
was mediocre, the scherzo display- 
ed a more eager spirit and de- 
cidedly better co-oidiiialion. With 
the Adnsid movement, the peak of 
the evening's performance was 
reached. Here, a sympathetic un- 
derstanding and careful restraint 
achieved lor the quartet a produc- 
tion of true beauty. This high level 
of rmisiciniihliip was maintained 
tlnou.cliout the program. In the Al- 
legro the precision was excellent. 
Lotia Brott seemed to have over- 
come her weakness of falling be- 
hind the rest of the strings and did 
Well In th» evening's performance. 

Neil Chotcn. guest artist, did not 
have the opportunity of displaying 
hi.-; pianistic ability to its full 
extent, and this was disappointing. 
However, certain of his qualities 
were apparent. He . never lost 
awareness of the fact that he was 
part of a quintet, and always kept 
a proper balance with the strings. 
The playing Itself was clear and 
well adapted to the rather difficult 
rhythms. 

The strings contributed to the 
quintet not only their technical 
best, but also an alternate piquancy 
and vigour that resulted in a dc 
llghtful musical experence. A 
lovely, somewhat ghostly effect was 
produced by the combination of 
pi.iiio and string quartet. 

Last iiisht's audience showed it 
self to be very appreciative of 
Shostakovich's work which received 
an encore. This composer has the 
skill of employing modern idlosyn- 
cracies in his compositions with a 
modematlon and blending them 
with a care that results in beauti- 
ful melodic passages and musical 
units. There is very, little un- 
pleasant clashing. A great strength 
too Is evident In his works, though 
in this case, little profundity. 

Raffacio Massela will be soloist 
on February 8, at the next concert 
of the series, when a varied pro- 
gram ot Purccll, Mozart and Bloch 
will be presented.

Recitals by two Canadian per 
formers and an all-Chopin series 
were the principal musical attrac' 
lions during the past tew weeks. 
The two Canadians were both very 
talented young people with obvious 
shortcomings, but these arc mostly 
ot a type that should vanish as the 
performers gain experience. 

Gordon Manlcy .Is a pianist 
whose biggest trouble is his obvi- 
ous nervousness. The difficulty 
here Is that not only is Mr. Manley 
nervous but he tr.insmlls his un- 
easiness to his audience. 

When Mr. Manley learns to dis- 
guise this nervousness sufficiently 
to hide It from his listeners, it 
will probably be discovered that 
here Is a young man ot no Incdn- 
siderabie talent who has something 
to say to the world ot music. 

The other Canadian heard was 
Donna Giesco. Miss Gresco who 
hai studied in New York for some 
time has attained a fairly high de- 
gree ,ot technical ctitelency. How- 
ever, she will be much more in- 
teresting to listen io when she has 
learned to choose her programme 
more carefully, one more suited to 
her temperament. 

In both the Bach Chaconnc and 
the Franck Sonata there were sev- 
eral moments of exquisite beauty. 
In the latter work one felt that it 
was Leopold Mittman's subtle piano 
playing that held the music to- 
gether, and that Miss Gresco show- 
ed great promise as an interpreter 
of the romantics.

Witpld, Malcuzynski was heard in 
a series of all Chopin recitals. Quite 
frankly, his playing was disappoint- 
ing Mr. Malcuzynski banged and 
pounded quite uniicccssarily and as 
a result his tone was not resonant 
and very often harsh. 

Aside from tonal difficulties. Mr. 
Malcuzynski Seemed a little unde- 
cided as to' the difference, rhythmic- 
ally, between a waltz and a maz- 
urka. Very often, too. nocturnes 
sounded uncomfortably like maz- 
urkas. 

The Funeral-March Sonata, the 
principal work on one of the pro- 
grammes, was tossed off carelessly. 
Thcxe were a teW* tonally beautiful

Unfortunately Mr. Mal- 
cuzynski did not seem to be able 
lo keep It up very lona. and the 
music soon lost its continuity. 

The Fantasie was one of the larg- 
er works on another programme. 
It has been reliably stated that 
Chopin intended the opening notes 
to have an ominous, s|nister'Xeeling. 
that the music was Intended to sug- 
Kcsl fate knocking on the door. 
Even if this story did not have its 
basis in fact, the intervals, the notes 
and the composer's marking, pre- 
clude a frivolous interpretation such 
as Mr. Malcuzynski's. 

Then too there is the matter of 
Mr. Malcuiynski'i artistic in- 
tegrity, his respect for the written 
text. In tbe Revolutionary Etude, 
the technical difficulty lies, as 
every amalf^ir pianist has at one 
time or another discovered, in the 
clear enunciation of the arpeggiated 
ficures in the left hand, and in the 
fortissimo playing of the tricky 
final run of the piece. 

Mr. Malcuzynski neatly solved 
the first problem by splitting the 
passages between the two hands 
wherever pos.'ible, and the second 
was played as successive octaves 
for both hands— a bit of pianistic 
fluff that looks terrific but is 
relatively easy to perform. 
^ These amateurish . devices cer- 
tainly do not become a performer 
who is desirous of being ranked 
with- the great of this era. 'When 
Mr. . Malcuzynski outgrows this 
childish chicanery he may yet 
become the pianist of the next 
decade.

story Of a seminar which made a 
comparatively small - but neverthe- 
less important contribution to the 
re-education of Germany, 1 want to 
say simply that I saw the War 
Crimes Court in Hamburg from 
which German war criminals were 
going to the gallows; I tallied to 
displacccl persons who^ survived the 
awful event oft Neustadt when hun- 
dreds of their relatives and friends 
died like flies; I saw Rotterdain 
with the heart ripped out of it. Be- 
neath a white cross on German soil 
southwest of Cologne my young 
brother lies buried. 

A Mind In Rubble 
It was a clear moonlisht niRlit 
and a gentle breeze rustled the 
trees near the market place. The 
only other sound was that of our 
shoes on the cobblestones. It was 
difficult for Dale Thompson of Al- 
berta and myself lo realize we were 
in occupied Germany. It was even 
more difficult to collect our 
thoughts on the strange gathering 
we had just attended. For some mint 
utes we walked toward the Plocn 
castle without speaking.' 

In front of the courtyard we 
stopped to look out over shimmer- 
ing Ploen Lake. To' the south we 
could see lights twinkling from the 
buildings where Admiral Doenitz 
made his headquarters during the 
last days of Hitler. 

The indescribable beauty of this 
area, known as the "Holsteln Swlt' 
z'erland," clashed 'with the khowl' 
edge ' that it had been one of the 
most pro-Nazi areas of Germany. 
"How on earth," I thought to my- 
self, "could ' human beings living 
amidst such beauty support the 
bestialities of the Nazi regime?" 

We had just left the home of the 
villaRc priest. .M hi.s invitation we 



ported at the end of the seminar by 
Hans Blumcnrneder, student of 
Cologne University: 

"For me, personally, this meeting 
with the Canadians especially, and 
the conversations with them, have 
been extremely valuable. Becoming 
acquainted with an entirely differ 
cnt conception, contrary to ours, of 
life itself — a conception which con 
siders man and . the world good, 
which knows confidence and a 
sound optimism— is the great gift 
that these six weeks (at the sem- 
inar) have given me. 

"It is a real gift because I have 
seen , now that such optimUm can 
lead to happiness and successful 
living.
